THOUSAND I N I REFUND 


Pontotoc county will be entitled 
to something more than $20,006 
from the state under the terms of 
the tax refund bill just signed by 
Governor Trapp, according to J. W. 
Westbrook, county treasurer. He has 
already turned in the claim of this 
county and the phoney inaye be ex­ 
pected to arrive in the near future. 
Mr. Westbrook said that when he 
receives the money taxpayers de­ 
siring refund should call at his of­ 
fice and if they have the receipts 
for the 1920 taxes, paid in 1921, 
they should bring them, but if these 
have been lost it can be arranged 
anyway. 
The refund applies only to state 
taxes for that year based on a rate 
of a mill and one-half, or 15c on 
the $100 valuation. Hence any tax­ 
payer can figure from his receipt 
how much he % will get back. For 
example if he was assessed at $500 
above his exemption he will get 75c 
and so on.

THE DAWES REPORT AND GERMAN OPINION. 
Intimations that the report of the Dawes committee may 
be held back until after the Parliamentary elections in Ger­ 
many and France are obviously guesswork. 
The better in­ 
formation is that it will be given to the world long before the 
new Reichstag and Chamber of Deputies are chosen. 
Post­ 
ponement of the report would do more than prolong a state of 
nervous tension in Europe. 
It would defeat one outstanding 
purpose of the Dawes enterprise, which has been to divorce, 
as completely as might be, the reparations inquiry from 
politics. 
If the conclusions of the experts are to be of public 
opinion in Germany, and to a lesser extent in France, the 
undertaking becomes tactical manoevring. 
The prospects of 
the election of a truculently nationalist Reichstag could only 
encourage the election of a hard-boiled Chamber of Deputies, 
and General Dawes would thus find himself confronted with 
a state of mind on both sides of the Rhine inimical to reason­ 
able settlement. 
It would be a misfortune if the German people should 
plump for a Reichstag pledged to defiance a just reparations 
policy and, beyond that, of the Treaty of Versailles. 
The 
chances of Germany going over to reaction will, it would 
seem, improve so long as the Dawes report is withheld. 
The 
opponents of treaty fulfillment can threaten the German 
people with’ the unknown horrors concealed in General Dawes’ 
portfolio. 
They can appeal for support on a platform of 
resistance. 
The elements in Germany favorable to accepting 
a just settlement will be handicapped in the same degree. 
They will be placed in the role of defending the unknown. 
Their position will be made much easier if the German people 
are not left in the dark. 
If the Daw’es report takes cogni­ 
zance of the hard facts of the German situation, its publication 
will enable the advocates of reason in Germany to make a 
stand against the mischief-makers. 
Confronted with a verdict unanimously supported by 
the members of the Dawes inquiry, the German people would 
hesitate before going in for a policy of defiance. 
But so long 
as the hope presists that the Helfferichs and the Ludendorffs 
can scotch the Dawes effort and break up Entente unity, the 
Helfferichs and the Ludendroffs have a chance.—New York 
Times.
